REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of this application are 
respectfully requested in light of the above amendments and the 
following remarks . 

The Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication 
in the Office Action that claims 5 and 6 are directed to 
allowable subject matter. 

Claims 1-7 have been canceled in favor of new claims 8-13. 
Claim 8 recites features of original claims 1-4 and allowable 
claim 5. Independent claim 9 recites features of original claims 
1 and 2 and allowable claim 5. Independent claim 10 recites 
features of original claims 1 and 2 and allowable claim 6. 
Independent claims 11-13 are method claims corresponding to 
apparatus claims 8-10, respectively. Therefore, given that each 
claim recites subject matter from claims deemed allowable in the 
Office Action, allowance of claims 8-13 is deemed to be 
warranted.
